Response to Amendment 

1 . The present Office action is made in response to the amendment (Paper No. 23) 
and the Interview on 9/1 7/2003.

In particular, 
applicant has shown that the applied art does not show the structure of the prismatic 
structure having flat surfaces each having an inclination angle of not larger than 5 
degrees and the projected area of flat surfaces on the film plane is not small than 10 
times as large as a projected area of the slopes each having an inclination angle of not 
smaller than 35 degrees on the film plane.

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
